“ Murder’ will out,” and the . utmost’ 
secrecy Will not always serve the policy of 
the most reticent of Governments.

life; but he admitted their title as Salvars, 
and gwarded thom £20, under Saction 458 
of the Merchant Shipping Act of 1854. “It 
was said that the vessel’ might possibly 
bhave ‘been lost'had not the lifeboat men 
boarded hér, for sho was deserted -by her 


Crew. The Sheriff, no doubt, took into his. 


consideration the fast that the brig was in 


the entrance of the channel, and that there | 


was not much risk or-merit in bringing hor 
toa ‘safe anchorage. ‘The Crewsof life- 
boats. aré! hot, however, ,precluded from 


undertukiug Salvage services, unless they | 


gre prohibited from doing so by the 
Owners of tho boats.’ It should be borne 
in mind that tho Crews are not the 
proprietors of the boits, and, therefore, 
cannot employ, them on Salvage risks 
‘without permission. If the boats were 
damaged whon engaged on such work, the 
Crows might be called upon to make good 
tho cost of repairs; besides which, in any 
Salvage award, the’ Owners aro entitled to 
share in the distribution. ‘There ‘aro ex- 


‘ceptional cases, however, when none but” 


lifeboats cau get ‘off; aud then it.would 
‘become o. question as to whethor they 
should romain by « vessel merely to gain 
Salvage remuneration, In order to save 
roperty there is a chance of sacrificin; 
Efe and lifeboats are not-established wit 
the object of salving property. The Crews 
say that-if they are not allowed to take 
their chance as Salvors they would be 
better off as independent Salvors. Tho 
lifebout men doserve encouragement, and 
it rests with the authorities to decide upon 
the freedom allowable in conducting such 
services. .The mon who took charge of the 
Gert:ude did not aot as Pilots, although 
they were’ Pilots, and this opens up another 
branch of the-inguiry. - 

Pilots are ontitled to olaim as Salvors if 
the vessel which they take charge of is 
damaged and in distress, is dangerously 


leaky and requires assistance in pumping, 


or is disabled by loss of sails or the unship- 
ping of tho rudder, A Pilot ia bound to 
take charge of a ship althongh she has 
suffered damage; but he thereby becomes 
éntitled to a Salvage reward, The scale of 
Pilotayo being fixed, and the scrvice a 
‘monopoly, it is tho duty of-a Pilot to board 
ship unless it be at the risk of his life— 
(the Kowhaugh, Admiralty Court, March 28, 
1864; the Black Sea, April 8, 1866)—but 
not for. ordinary vilotage if a Salvage 
gorvice is eubsequently performed, When 
an attempt was made to convert Pilotago 
into a Salvago claim against the Owner of 
a foreign. vessel, the Admiralty Court 
rejected it with costs, Pilots stand very 
much in the position of lifeboats’ Crews 
with . regard. to Salvage of property. 
Coastguard men may be Salyors, but they 
must obtain the pormission of the Lords of 
the Admiralty before taking proceedings in 
any Court of Law, or before a Magistrate. 
Tho Board of Trade Circular directs that 
“Officers of the Coastguard and their men 
will, if they incur some risk, or undertoke 
some labour beyond the scope of the duties 
by the Act and by these instructions com- 
mitted to thom (eg., if they actually put 
out.-to sea, and with risk and effort save 
lives or property from a wrecked vessel), 
be entitled to Salvage in the same manner 
and to tho same extent as othor Salyors. 
. «+. Exorbitant or improper’ claims to 
Salvage on the part of ‘any publio servants 
will be uniformly discountenanced by the 
Board of Trade.” We have shown that the 
Coastguard men save more lives in cases of 
shipwreck’ off the coasts than any body of 
Salvors, and they are deserving of great 
commendation, and -should. be liberally 
rewarded, Tho rocket apparatus is worked, 
by the men of the Coastguard in all instances 
where no companies heve been formed and 
they may. become Salvors of property by 
doing so. The Aduiralty Court, in De- 
comber, 1864, entertained « Salvage claim 
in which it was Shown thatthe Crew of the 
Sir Robert Peel wore rescued by the Manby 
mortar and line, ‘and that 9 case of bullion 
was got ashore bythe same operation. Ingn- 
other case—(the Ida, Admiralty Court, May 
27, 1858) —a valuable box of. spécie and part 
of the ship's storés were also saved through 
the Manby apparatus, For saving life the 
Board of, Trade ‘pay the Co stguard men 
out of the Mercantile’ Marine Fund if the 
proceeds from salvaged wreck are insufficient 
for the purpose. The 450th Seotion of the 
Act of 184, ander which this right is given 
to the Bogrd, makes tho payment for saving 
life:s first lien on all proporty salved ;.and 
when there is no wreckage, the Board can 
allow a reasonable remuneration out of funds 
at their disposal. When the Board of 
Trade made payments to lifeboat establish- 
ments, it was a condition that every Life. 
boat Committee was to havo ‘as one of its 
members..an Officer of the Coastguard, or 
ofthe Customs, or some official person 
connected with the Board of Trade, and 
appointed for the purpdse. On the Board’s 
requirements being fulfilled, the Crews, on 
every occasion of a lifeboat going off to 
save life, were paid 108, per man for the 
service by day, and 20s. at night. In the 
last Wreek Retpro, compiled by the Board 
of Trade, the payments to Crews of life- 
boats, and rewards to Fishermen and 
others, for services at wrecks for. one year, 
amounted to 6207 18s, Gd. What percen 
tage of that sum fell to the Coastguard 
men is not specified. From this review 
jt will be seen that there are o. stain classes 
of Salvors who ora otherwise remuncrated 
for their labours, and beyond thom. come 
the Salyors who have to look to wreckage 
nlone to pay them for their time and
